Health  Authority. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen , 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  I960. 

During  this  period  a  total  of  2229  vessels  including  37  yachts  and  7 
H.M.  Ships  entered  the  port,  with  a  net  registered  tonnage  of  911*279  tons. 

The  actual  figures  are:- 

327  ships  from  foreign  ports  (138,532  N.R.T.) 

1702  ships  from  coastwise  ports  (772,747  N.R.T.) 

A  slight  increase  on  last  year’s  total. 

During  the  year  487  vessels  from  foreign  ports  and  1013  vessels  from 
coastwise  ports  were  inspected;  492  vessels  from  foreign  and  49  from  coast¬ 
wise  ports  being  revisited. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  all  vessels  is  very  good  in  both  galleys 
and  crew  quarters.  One  foreign  vessel  was  cautioned  with  regard  to  a  dirty 
lavatory  which  was  cleansed  before  the  vessel  left  the  port. 

Infectious  Disease. 

One  case  of  suspected  Diphtheria  was  landed  to  Foredown  Hospital,  but  the 
swabs  taken  from  the  patient  and  sent  to  the  pathological  laboratory  in 
Brighton  did  not  confirm  this.  Swabs  were  also  taken  from  the  captain's  small 
son  with  negative  results. 

Another  ship  reported  having  landed  a  case  of  Tuberculosis  in  Eire.  The 
9  members  of  the  crew  were  sent  to  the  mass  X-ray  Dept,  in  Brighton.  One 
further  case  was  discovered  and  the  sailor  was  repatriated  to  Holland  for 
treatment. 

All  vessels  from  infected  or  suspected  areas  are  boarded  on  arrival  and 
revisited  daily  during  their  stay  in  port. 


Rodent  Control, 
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All  vessels  from  foreign  ports  are  searched  during  and  on  completion 
of  discharge.  Slight  traces  of  rats  being  found  amongst  the  cargo  of  a 
vessel  from  Cuba,  but  a  thorough  search  revealed  no  signs  of  infestation. 

76  deratting  exemption  certificates  and  2  rodent  control  certificates  were 
issued  during  the  year. 

Smoke  Abatement . 

Most  of  the  vessels  using  the  port  are  motor  vessels.  Masters  of  oil 
and  coal-fired  steam  vessels  have  co-operated  very  well  in  preventing  smoke 
nuisances.  One  foreign  vessel  was  warned  re.  smoke  emission  due  to  a  defect 
in  the  engine  room. 

Rood  Inspection. 


The  volume  and  variety  of  imported  food  continues  to  increase,  231 
cargoes  and  part  cargoes  being  inspected.  Apart  from  occasional  slight  damage 
during  transit  no  foodstuffs  had  to  be  condemned.
